The Golden City in a State of Intense 
Alarm. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—The Call publishes 
the result of inquiries regarding the recent mil- 
itary movements, from which it eppears all 
armms of the Second Regiment of National 
Guards have been removed from the various 
cowpany armories ana deposited in the old 
City Hall or Central Police Station, where 
a guard of a Lieutenant and ten men 
is kept over them. Companies B and C 
of the FirstRegiment havejbeen concentrated at 
the armory of the latter company, and the 
arms of Company G, of the Second Kegiment, 
have been placed injtheir charge. An officers’ 
guard is now mounted nightly at the armory. 
The Third Regiment is under arms. The armo- 
ry ot the First Regiment is closely guarded and 
no one is allowed to enter. The arms ot the 
thiee cavalry companies have been removed 
from their armory, but to what locality is un- 
known, but probabiy to the old 
City Hall. Camp regulations haye been estab- 
lished, and ‘‘grand rounds’’ visitthe varions 
posts nightly. Thearms ol the Second Regi- 
_ment have been removed from the armories, 
and guards are detailed every night to wateh 
over other company property. The Third 
Regiment bas been concentrated atthe Olym 
pic Club building, and those companies of the 
First not accommodated at the armory of 
Company C are at the regimental quarters, 
corner Of Howard and New Montgomery 


streets. 
U. 8S. MILITARY. 


Gen. McDonald, commanding the Division of 
the Pacific, was telegraphed yesterday from 
Washington to bring all available troops in 
his division to San Francisco, and companies 
amounting inallto 500 are already en route, 
with more to follow, probably 1,500 altogether. 

A DEEP MYSTERY. 

Itisimpossi!1] to discover by whose orders 
these movements are male, as offtieers refuse 
to givefanyjinformation, but itis conjectured 
that the movements are ander the direction of 
Gen. McDowell and due to representations 
made to Washington authorities by Col. Bee, 
Vice Consul in China, regarding thetsupposed 
dangerin which the Chinese stand. 

It ig understood the present precautions will 
be maintained until asettlement of the exiat- 
ing agitation is had, at least until the ques- 
tion of the constitutionality of the law forbid- 
ding corporations to employ Chinese has been 
decided by the United States Courts and the

) is settied. The Second Regiment is 
disposed to view the removal of their 
arms with indignation, and many wembers as- 
sert it is aninsult to the regiment, whose loyal- 
ty tothe State and to the cause of law and 
order igunquestionabie. The reason assigned 
“by the Siticars for the act is that the arms of the 
regimeft, being scattered around at a number 
of company armories, are liableto seizure in 
the event of the éxpected movement by the dis- 
orderly classes, and their removal to the old 
City Hall is merely precautionary, 

WORKINGMEN 
are considerably excited over these move- 
ments and many assert that the authorities are 
trying to force a quarrel. Others say the move- 
ment igs designed to bluff the Board of Health 
inthe matter of the condemnation of China- 
town, while still others hold that the whole 
thing ts duetothe unfounded fears of the au- 


thorities. 
THREATENING PLACARDS. 


Placasds are being posted in prominent 
places aboutthe city warning employers of 
Chinese to desist from that practice; and 
vaguely hintingattheterrible consequence in 
the event ofrefusal. Pointed reference is also 
made to the condition of the employed. They 
are signed by the ‘‘Council of Thirteen.’’

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A HISTORIC HOTEL. 


One That Exemplifies Certain Phases of 
the American Caravansary. 
| Washipgton Cor. New York Graphic. ] 


Willard’s is the historic hotel of Washing- 
ton. It was here when Clay, Webster and 
Calhoun were in fhe zenith of their careers, 
and in the days of hotel keeping when land- 
lords sat at the head of their tables at break- 
fast and carved steaks -for the guests. Be- 

, tween thirty ard forty years ago it was knowa 

‘asthe City Hotel; aftertvards as Fuller’s. 
Within the past twenty-six years it has borne 
the name of Willard’s. Willard’s henceforth 
it will probably always be. Ithas seen land- 
lords come and go, and has endured as many 
changes of dynasty asthe government ofa 
South American republic. It has 
grown in. size with the country, and 
an extension has been added for 
almost every new State since\ 1850. The na- 
tion during the last thirty years Has been al- 
most as much governed within the walls of 
Willard’s asim those of the Capitol. Here 
King Caucus and committee have hatched 
Presidents long ere the people knew the color 
of the dark horse. Here schemes have been 
planned and jobs putup. Here the lobby and 
the legis!ative chamber have talked ‘‘busi- 
ness.’’ Hither came Jim Fisk ere he was 
known to fame, withafew hundred dollars, 
which he inyested miainly in board, cham- 
pagne and Congressmen. Here he obtained 
bis first contract, armed with which he went 
back to Boston, asked to be taken into the 
firm which he was serving, was refused, drew 
his Washington contract on them, which put 
matters in quite another light, was taken in, 
and thenceforth began his career. I think he 
dated this fortune from room 41. Rooms 3), 
G, 72 and 35 have been the chief meeting places 
of caucus, committee, scheme and planin 
years past. 

The fluctuations of life in Washington are 
well illu-trated in the history of the hotel. It

The American Jand- 
lord’s free hall corresponds tothe market place 
of the ancient city, whither daily repaired the 
big and little men of their day, wrapped in 
their patrician and plebeian sheets,to compare 
notes,swap scandals andtrade gossip. The 
American does this, also, without in the least 
interfering with whatever privacy the guest 
desires. Decency and orderly conduct are the 
only passports required for admittance to the 
hotel vestibule, which, despite its spacious- 
ness and palatial furnishing, Still retains the 
name of *‘ottice.”?’ The foreigner wonders at 
this apparentiv unguarded freedom when, in 
time of political or other excitement, the cor- 
ridors of the house are thronged with a pro- 
miscuous and ever-changing crowd.

Poor Ben: Perley Poore.

Among the notables who gather here every 
winter 1s the journalist Maj. Ben: Perley 
Poote.

(iren into.loud outcries. The baboon changed 
its hold, seized the girl by the cheeks and bit 
off her nose. ‘The child fell down insensible 
With the fright and pain, and the baboon es- 
caped tothe roof. Flora’s mother raised an 
outcry and alarmed the neighbors, who, con- 
jecturing that a dog had bitten the girl, began 
a crusade on the neighborhood curs. Finally 
the girl who had been playing with Flora be- 
came sufiiciently composed to tell what she 
bad seen, and thestreets around the house 
were soon filled with operatives from neigh- 
boring factories and others who had heard that 
an orang-outang had escaped from a Bowery 
museum and had _ been killing a 
number of people.

J 
Messrs. Leavitt & Co. finished last evening 
the sale by auction of the large and unique 
library noticed in the World of Wednesday, 
and which was said to be the property ofa 
modest citizen of Boston. The attendance 


. Was not large and the prices were in the main 


unsatisfactory to the auctioncers, brjnging 
down considerably the good average 
Which the result of the first and 
second night’s sale had led them to 
expect. ‘The-catalogue closed with a num- 
ber of manuscripts—a more valuable collec- 
tion, it is said, than has been offered at auc- 
tionin New York for several years—in the 
bidding for some of which there was a lively 
competition. 

**] suppose this is what you have alk come 
for,’’ suid the auctioneer as, announcing ,lot 
640, he held up atime-worn volume about 18 
inches long by 12 inches wide. ‘* What shall 
we startitatY Will $250;do?”’ At least§halfa 
dozen gentlemen siniultaneously signitied 
that $250 would suit them admirably. **Three 
hundred,” said the auctioneer. ‘three hun- 
dred and fifty—four hundred—and a half— 
five bundred—and a half,’’ and lot 640 was at 
last knocked down toa Mr. Church, of Lili- 
nois, at $760. Lot 640,it may be interesting 
to know, was manuscript, entitled ‘‘Io Oficiis 
Solemn,’’ and was once the property of Car- 
dinal Bishov of Soissons, having been written 
and exquisitely painted expressly for him by 
aFrench artist. {t was regcued from the 
mob at theatime of the sacking of the Cathe- 
dral at Soissons and has since passed through 
the hands of a number of more or less distin- 
guished men. The price obtained for this 
manuscript was, a3 may be imagined, the 
highest price brought out during the sale. 
Next was the amount paid for 
an ancient Bibjical manuscript, writtenin 
Greek onvellum. Everything in the ap- 

earance of the caligraphy, the shape of toe 

etters and the modes of using the aspirations 
indicated a great antiquity for the —— 
which was rendered additfonally valuable by 
a Bedford binding. The purchaser of this 
“lot’’ was Mr. re? who represents the well- 
known firm of J. W. Bouton & Co.; indeed a 
great many of the most rare volumes of the 
library have gone to Mr. Bouton’s. Another 
manuscript of interest and, as it turned out, 
of value, was acopy of Ver Renner, a poem 
by Hugo von Trymberg. The manuscript, 
which was written some time about the mid- 
die of the fifteenth century, contained ninety - 
one colored drawings, which gave.to the vol- 
ume the additional value of being a capital 
mirror of the costumes, manners, games and 
the like of the period in which it was written. 
Der Kenner was put into print at Frankfort 
in 1549, and a copy of this first edition was 
next sold after the disposal of the manuscript. 
It sold for $15 only, which startling falling off 
in price seemed tothe average man to bea 
considerable “setting down’’ of the art of 
printing. 

One hundred and fifty-five dollars were

Another He- 
brew manuscript of tne thirteenth century 
Was started with a bid of }, but quickly went 
up to $50, at which price it was taken by Mr.

Some amusement wascreated during the 
selling of a neatly-written Italian manu- 
script of travels in ‘Turkey and Palestine, 
beariing date 1587. it was sold—at least so 
the auctiooner thought—for and at that 
price would have been delivered to Mr. 
Church but for a weak-voiced gentleman who 
said, **I bid on that.’’ ‘*‘Oh, did you?’’ said 
the auctioneer, ‘‘then we'll call it $6,’? and

A French manuscript entitled ‘*Ceremonies 
des Mariages des ltoyes et autres Grands,’’ 
which began with the marriage of Louis XILL., 
1498, and detailed with canuor and minute- 
ness all the marriage ceremonies of the royal 
personages of France from that date to 1626, 
was sold for $81. ‘ 

A Persian manuscript called “Sekmedu Na- 
meh of Nizama,’’ which was said by people 
who can read Persianto be a fabulous histo- 
ry of Alexander the Great, was bought. by 
Mr. Gray for $85. 

For the autograph signatures of Bonaparte 
anb Taileyrand $18 were paid by the same 
purchaser. Thesale was not over until nearly 
ll o’clock.

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A Floating Island. i

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CITY CQUNSELOR BELL. 


He Explains that Payment of $7,500 
for His Services. 


A slight breeze has been created in official 
circles at the City Hall over the alleged dis- 
covery of vouchers, etc., showing that City 
Counselor Bell had’ claimed $7,500. for legal 
services in the gas case. The publications of 
this matter have implied that Mr. Bell, who 
has drawn all but $4,000 of this amount, has 
received this money while drawing a salary 
from the city as its regular legal counselor. 
A reporter of the Post-DispatcH met Mr. 
Bell this morning and asked him to explain 


the matter. 

‘In May, 1876,’’ said Mr. Bell, “the 
city employed me in the gas case. I 
was not then City Counselor. I had c3ased 
on the last day of April to be City Counselor. 
In Octoner, 1877, ten months afterwards, I 
was reappointed to the office. In the meantime 
I had done a great deal of work inthe gas 
case—the printed record of fifteen hundred 
pages willshow the amount of work I had 
done. The case went on—was_ heard 
in the Court of <Appeais and S§Su- 
Court, and was finally ended. 
Il was asked what my bill was. I replied that 
it was $7,500. I have been paid from time to 
time $2,500. and there was a balance due me 
of $5,000. The matter was satisfactory to the 
city authorities. The biil was audited; the 
bill was paid,” 

‘*‘Then the services for which you were 
paid $7,500 were not rendered to the city while 
you were its Counsellor?” 

“Ycs, sir. I was not City Counselor after 
May, 1876. “ Not being City Counselor, of 
course there was nothing to prevent my being 
employed by he city, and the inference or 
pretense that seems to. be set up 
that by accepting the position in October, 
1877, I discharged a debt due mefrom the 
city fonmy own services is of course utter 
rubbish. The bili is for no services rendered 
while I was City Counselor.’’ 

‘*Why is itthat the other counsel have not 
been paid?’ 

“T have atall times said these gentlemen 
should be patd. My view is that the city can 
just as well afford to pay its lawyers for their 
services as it can afford to pav a merchant for 
his material or for merchandize he 
may supply to city. I 
have never asked te have 
the matter laid over at all, but have urged 
poreenes to be made. ‘The only reason that I

THE LEWIS TRIAL. 


The Court Refuses a Motionfora New 
Trial rhis Morning. 


The Criminal Court overruled the motion for 
anewtrialin the case of Matthew Lewis, in- 
dicted and convicted of the murder of his 
wife, Mary Ann Lewis. The murder’ was 
committed onthe 13th day of October, 1876, 
when the prisoneris charged with assaulting 
his wife witha knife, cutting her threat, 
from which wound she died instantly. The 


indictment was filed soon afterwards. The 
case cameto trial and Lewis was convicted of 
murder in the first degree, His attorneys up- 


pealed to the Court of Appeals, which af- . 


firmed the decision of the lower court. An 
appeal was then taken to tné Siaté Siipreme 
Court, Which tribunal reversed the‘deeision of 
the tWo lower courts and remanded the case 
for a new trial. The second trial resulted in 
& conviction of murder in the first degree, as 
was the case, with the first trial. A motion 
was thereupon made for a new trial, which 
was overruled by Judge Laughlin this morn- 
ing. The prisoner’s attorneys will probably 
minake a motion for an arrest of judgment, and 
in case that is denied will take an appeal toa 
higher court. The grounds of the first ap- 


peal were that material witnesses for the de- | 


fense had not been secured, and also that the 
prisoner’s original counsel had deserted him.

States and their right}to possess and control 
the same will. be asserted and maintained 
whenever, in their opinion, it becomes neces- 
sary.

For years our Govern- 
ment has sat shoulder to shoulder with the 
Empire of Canada, has seén with passive 
indifference the invasion of Mexico by the 
French, and has permitted a lot of Spanish 
thieves to hold and plunder the Cuban key 
to our gulf ports.

He isa long-haired, 
lank, clammy person, with a face as hard 
and cruel asa Cotton Mather and a manner 
as repellant as that of an onion-cating col- 
porteur. To the crude and angular methods 
of an East Tennessee. politician he 
adds the acidulous sanctimoniousness 
and flab-by feebleness of an exhorting 
circuit rider of the old school. Banished 
to Turkey by Grant during the first year of 
his administration, Mr. Maynard’s long 
residence in the enervating Orient has re- 
duced him to a state of mental stagnation 
which eminently fits him for the task of 
drawing pay for doing absolutely nothing. 
We are not surprised that he has gone jun- 
ketang along the sandy shores of Egypt in 
quest of nervine. It is fortunate for us 
that we have no call for a Minister to 
Turkey, for Maynard’s status is so low at 
the Porte that even the knavish beggars 
who now pick the bones of that dead Gov- 
ernment have less respect for him than for 
the street dog who rubs his mangy coat 
against their legs. As a reward for his 
services to the Republican party in Ten- 
nessee he is probably entitled’ to this soft
